| vote on fund raise 


boosted to $5500 this year, from,

The Engineering Undergradu- 
ate Society (EUS) may boost its 
fees from $5 to $11, depending on 


the outcome of an open meeting 


_ today and a possible referendum 
on Wednesday. 


Don Schreiber, president of the. 


EUS, has called an open meeting 


for one o'clock today in the : 


engineering common room. If the 

required quorum of fifty engineer- 
_ing students is met, a proposal will 
_ be made for a referendum on the 
question of a fee hike. The 
referendum is necessary because 
the fee hike would’ mean making 
an amendment to the EUS 
constitution. 

The referendum would be held 
this Wednesday, March 6, at the 
same time as the EUS executive 
elections. It would require a 15 per 
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cent turn out to be considered 
valid. 

* Schreiber says the fee hike is 
necessary to maintain the level of 
activities that the .EUS has 
sponsored this year. He says that, 
the fee hike is meant, essentially, 
to replace the faculty grant from 
the Students’ Society. 


Having been director of finances : 


for the Students’ Society earlier 
this year, Schreiber feels that next 


year the Students’ Sociéty will ~ 
probably not be able to afford 


faculty. grants.. According to 


‘Schreiber, costs associated with 


‘the Union building alone went up 
by $50,000 this year. © 

Schreiber also points out that 
one of the policies of the present 
Students’ Council executive was to 
decentralize the Stüdents' Society, 
by giving ‘larger faculty grants. 
ur EUS's faculty grant was 
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$3500 last year. 
Schreiber: ways that the newly 


tive will place the Day Care Co-op 
and the Daily high on:their list of 
financial priorities, and will leave 


‘little or no money for faculty 


grants, “If they (the students) 
want EUS activities to continue as 
they are, then these are the 
financial realities of the situation.” 

Schreiber emphasizes that with 
the change in the-university’s fee 
structure, the average undergrad- 
uate engineering student will be 
saving about $200 over what he 
previously had to pay for a three 
year period. With this saving 
coming their way, he expects 
engineering students will be more 
receptive to the idea of hiking 
their fees.

Bashi Ira discusses Arab oil

“All of us are scrambling for 
‘arms. That is the most dangerous 
situation in the Middle East which 
has resulted from the upsurge of 
oil prices,” says Abdulla Bishara, 
Ambassador to the United Nations 
from Kuwait. 

Speaking’ on the topic “Power 
Politics in the Arab World”, 
Friday night, Mr. Bishara said 
that since the embargo on oil, the 
policy of the industrial countries, 
the United States, France, Great 
Britain and the USSR, has been to 
court the oil-producing states with 
technology and industry to be 
exchanged for oil. 

“This has resulted in one 
remarkable aspect,” said Bishara, 
“what we call ‘oil! for arms’. The 
industrial countries are rushing to 


buy oil in exchange fore arms. 
France is quite successful in that 
respect. 

“What has resulted is an 
insuperable amount of uncertainty 
that looms over the producing 
countries, with suspicions and 
counter-suspicions.” ) 

Bishara said that because of the 
regionalism of Arab nations, what 
he termed “over-nationalism”; he 
does not believe the uncertainty 
can be eliminated by international 
co-operation,-but should be check- 
ed by reason and mutual accommo- 
dation. He sees such things as the 
growing animosity between Iran 
and.Jraq, and the recent Russian: 
Iranian*treaty of April 9, 1972, as 
adding to the ‘ uncertainty. 

Mr. Bishara said that Kuwait 


endorses the Iranian policy: of 
forcing any influence out of the 
Gulf other than Persian or Arab 


‘powers, 
“No major power should bein. 


the Gulf. The security of the Gulf 
should be a collective effort,” said 
the Ambassador, “we are hostile 
to‘any clain to leadership.” He 
pointed out that Iran, through its 


"accumulation of weaponry, has 


become “over-dominant.” 

Mr. Bishara also said that the 
Arab world is “at a junction of self- 
assertion ~ and _ self-discovery, 
which is not entirely, but 
primarily, due to oil.” 

“Kuwait feels oil prices today 


-are reasonable” said Bishara. He 


stated that Kuwait thought oil was 
unjustifiably cheap prior to the 


elected Students’ Council execu- . 
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Lost tapestry 


recovered

A tapestry, discovered missing.” 


from the lobby of the Arts 
Building last Wednesday night, 
was returned to Principal Bell, 
Friday afternoon, by two female 
students. 

The names of the ie are not 
known. No questions were asked 
of them, as promised by signs 
placed in the Arts Building to 
advertise the disappearance of the 
artwork. 

The vacancy on the wall where 
the tapestry had hung was not 
noticed until Wednesday night, 
but Director of Leacock and Arts 
Buildings. Mallete said, “It's not 
the sort of thing that is noticeable, 
so we can't be sure when it was 
taken.” 

The director said his investiga- 
tion included questioning students 
who often sit in the vicinity of the 
tapestry about the disappearance, 






but none had noticed anything 
unusual. Chief of Security Rien- 
deau said a police report was filed 
as soon as the tapestry had been, 


_discovered. missing. 


Both Mallete and Riendeau x 


that no change in security has— 


been proposed for the building. It 
is presently patrolled at irregular 
intervals during the night, and 
looked after by the porter during … 
the day. 

The return ofthe tapestry had 
no apparent connection with the 
investigation by McGill Security 
or the police. The reason for its 


disappearance, and the motive for. 


its return by the two students, is 
not known. 


The tapestry, named “Mirror, — 


Mirror,” and done by Norman 
Laliberte, was purchased by 
McGill University late last year. It 
will again be hung in its former 
position a the Arts Building.

“Only one in every ten rapes is 
reported to the police,” says Mona 
Forrest, co-director of the Wom- 
en's Information and Referral 
Centre. The Centre is attempting 
to establish a Rape Crisis Line to 
help women deal with the problem 
of rape. 

Forrest said that the project 
was originated last summer, when 
it was realized that rape is 
becoming an increasingly serious 
problem. | An anti-harassment 
campaign was started, in conjunc- 
tion with other, women’s organiza- 
tions, to discover on which streets 
in Montreal women are harassed 
most...

price increase and that they would 
be happy to produce less because 
oil is a non-renewable source of 
income, 

The evening with Mr. Bishara 
was sponsored by the Internation- 
al Students Association, 


There are now about sixty 
women involved in publicity, and 
the Centre is appealing to the 
Secretary of State for a grant to 
finance the office and telephones. 

“The reascn so many rapes 


‘remain unreported,” says Forrest 


“is that many women feel guilty 
about being’raped. A woman may 
feel it is her fault. Her dress might 
have been too short.” 

She said that many women are 
intimidated by the court proced- 
ures surrounding rape cases. 

Women who use the services of 
the Rape Crisis Line would be 
referred to a psychologist. 

“One’ of the most important 
things about rape,” said Forrest 

“is venting one's feelings, and this 
is where psychologists can help.” 

The Rape Crisis Line would also 
give a woman moral support. If 
she wanted to report the incident, 
the Referral Centre would send 
two other women to go to the 
police with her.

Anthropology ta's need 
more money 

To the editor: ~ | 

With-Principal Bell's announce- 
ment (January 24) of a cost of 
living supplement to the salaries of 
all full-time staff, academic and 
non-academic, teaching  assist- 
ants in the anthropology depart- 
ment find themselves in the ridicu- 
lous position of having no money 
added to a wage which cannot now 
support them, let alone accom- 
modate ever higher prices. Ta's in 
Departments which pay lower 
wages, or which will be affected 
more drastically by -the Arts 
budget “slow” down”, are in an 
even less enviable position. As a 
group, arts ta’s have been forced 


‘to conclude that they will be hard | 


hit by the cut, as their numbers, 
salaries, and -workloads’ remain 
supremely manipulatable by their 
departments and the administra- 
tion. 

Statistics recently gathered 
from'six of the seven ta's on two 
semester “agreements” with the 
anthropology department show 
that we do not now receive a living 
wage. None of us live entirely on 
our ta salaries of $2000 plus 
tuition. When asked if it was 
possible to do so, three of those 
who are not married reported 
“barely”, and one “not at all:" 

Those who are married. could 
not support both themselves and 
their. spouses on their salaries. 


-Only two rents out of six 


conformed to the guideline of #4 of 
the monthly salary; even when. 
calculated individually for mar- 
rieds. Though the TA agreement 
is for approximately 12 hours of 
work a week, conservative tabul- 
ations from the averages provided 
by ta’s in a breakdown of their 
duties reveal that four of the six 
work between 172 and 19'/2 hours 
a week, while two work 27 and 29 
hours a week! . 
When Principal Bell writes that 
“the University has a particular 
obligation to provide as best it can 
for its employees,” comes forward 


“with a°5%-increase in full-time 


staff salaries, but ignores ta’s; 
fellows “are 
granted a cost of living supple- 


we see that we are receiving 
consideration neither as full-time 
students depending on McGill for 
funds, nor as employees rendered- 
ing vital services to the university. 
In fact, our services and our needs 
seem to be all but invisible to the 
administration bodies of this

What's really happening in 
Southern Africa? 
To the editor: . 

At last, I thought, the Daily is 
showing some sensitivity to Third 
World problems (beyond news 
stories like Cabral's assassination). 
Last Tuesday's Daily featured two 
stories under the. headline World 
View concerning events in Africa, 
put together by N. Aftab. 

My enthusiasm was immedi- 
ately dampened, if not drowned, 
on reading through the reports. 

In South Africa there are some 
100,000 blacks arrested: annually 
for ‘Pass Book’ offences. Peaceful 
strikers were murdered by the 
South African police in Durban 
before Christmas; even though a 


government report aknowledged 


that the demonstrations preceding 
the slayings were not disorderly. 
Any opposition to the apartheid 
system is “ipso facto" labeled 
“communist agitation” and its 
advocates are detained for 90 
days, frequently tortured, and lose 
all civil rights. Average black 
wages are 1/20th of white wages. 
The horror story is almost endless. 
This is true of both Namibia 
(which the article labels “South- 
West Africa") and South Africa. 
What about the fact that South 
Africa is imposing itself on 
Namibia against the demands of 
the World Court and the UN? 
And what do we get in the Daily 
article? A story about an Afri- 
kaans journalist, who picks up a 
“coloured” prostitute, is followed 
by the police, and faces a court 
case, shows up some of the 


2 hypocrisy of apartheid. Hardly 


likely to elicit our sympathy, let 
alone provide any indication of the 
functioning of the fascist and racist 
South African reich. 

To add insult to injury, we also 
find in this World View a story 
about Senegal's “loosening of the 
ties between France and Africa,” 
under the dynamic leadership of 
Leopold Senghor (with 137 bilat- 
eral agreements between France 
and Senegal currently being 
negotiated according to the article, 
only the naive:could construe this 
as a “loosening of ties’). 

Weare also told of the “rightist” 
threats posed by Cheikh Fall's 
possible candidature in last year's 
presidential elections (hardly hot 
off the telex—don't worry folks, 
Senghor won), a situation which * 
was feared by “radicals and leftists 
within his own. (Senghor's) re- 
gime,” 

The radicals and leftists (loaded 
terms at the best of times) 
permitted to function in Dakar 
could be counted on the toes of the 
foot of a man with phantom limbs. 
Senghor, despite his international 
reputation as the exponent of 
“negritude," is no saint when it 
comes to internal affairs, and a 
lackey of France when it comes to

Please -continue providing, us, 
with news from the Third World 
(if that article is worthy of the 
term). But please discontinue the 
kinds of articles which give 
completely false impressions, and 
whichido not provide any. sorts of 
explanations of why things are as 
they-are. If its news, lets have it 
while it’s still fresh. If it’s analysis, 
let’s have it analytical.
